Commencement season, this year, was a joyous. occasion.

Nothing like it was ever seen before, either as to numbers, inter- 
est or impressiveness of ceremonies. For lack of space, however, 
we must confine ourselves to the Chapter doings.

As it was, forty-five Phi Gams were counted, 
twenty-eight of them from the Graduate Chapter. What a contrast 
the Graduate Chapter meeting was to the usual kind! Brother 
Judd was almost overcome to face so many Brothers in a business 
session, every one eager and anxious to do his part. 

Many changes were noticed in the House, but most of the 
boys were happy to find that certain places with stories attached 
to them remained unchanged. The usual congestion as to beds 
was noticed, to the sorrow of many. Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day nights the House was literally “packed.” No one really wanted 
to go to bed, but some of the wise ones stole away early while the 
picking was good, and left the others to make the best of the cozy 
corners, the chairs and floor. No one minded the inconvenience 
seriously, and there were few grouches in the morning. 

Brothers Gale, Gould and Hedden received honors at Com- 
mencement. Gould received the Phi Bet key and was one of the 
Commencement speakers. Gale was Master of Pipe ceremonies 
and Combes, ’21, was awarded the Physics prize of $25.00. 

Festivities were brought to a close on Monday night with the 
Fraternity banquet. Several hard-working Brothers, like “Spike” 
Keith and “Biff” Burns could not stay, but immediately following 
the Campus Illumination there were thirty-six around the well 
laden tables.

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BILLS VS. BROTHERHOOD, 

Twenty-eight Graduates back for Commencement! In our re- 
joicing that so many were present it is hard to realize that there 
were twice that many absent, who missed the inspiration of 
the reunion. 


It is the boast of Alpha Chi Rho that her members constitutz 
not an undergraduate club, but a Fraterniy; that initiation is not 
into the Chapter circle, but into the National Brotherhood, and that 
membership and loyalty outlive the college course to enrich the 
graduate life of every Brother. Now that Phi Gamma has passed 
through her days of infancy; now that her annual Graduate Chap- 
ter meeting is no longer the meeting of a few men in an upper 
room; in these days when our Graduates have been away from 
college four, five, eight years, and are scattered from Maine to 
Washington; our Chapter has a real opportunity to prove these 
assertions. 


To Graduates a thousand miles away and five years out of 
college, is the Chapter to mean anything but a memory? Does it 
mean nothing but an annual bill and a dun from the Building Asso- 
ciation? Or does it mean a hundred Brothers, scattered, but still 
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bonded, its members still working for common ideals; happy to 
learn of your progress and sharing sympathetically with you in 
your sorrows; a perpetual Brotherhood, regardless of time or of 
distance. 

If it means bills, we all wish we had paid them in college. If it 
means Brotherhood, you and I must still be putting something into 
it, year by year, more than money. The welfare of the Chapter 
requires it and the longing in each of us testifies to it. “Why 
should I do anything for an organization that means nothing to me 
but bills?”

“He seemed delighted to know that somebody cared enough to 
write.”

Under the plan this year, the gathering of the news for which 
you and I leck when the Record arrives is especially in the hands 
of one represcntative from each delegation and of one or two 
representatives of the Resident Chapter. We bespeak your co-op- 
eration with them, your suggesticns and your help. 


THE BUILDING SITE 


The plans for the Campus enlargement call for its extension 
south for half a block, closing Cross street and opening Churc2 
street from High steet over the hill, between Professor Rice’s old 
home and the Alpha Chi Rho House, to the present junction of Mi. 
Vernon and Cross streets, and moving Mt. Vernon street west, ma- 
terially enlarging Andrus Field. 

It is eventually planned to remove the Alpha Delta Phi and Chi 
Psi houses from their present locations to the relatively similar 
locations on the south side of the extension of Church street. Beta 
Theta Pi is at the corner of High and Church; Commons Club has 
this year bought on Church street, the first house east of the Butler 
home on the corner of High; and Omega Phi, by removing to tha 
old Eclectic house, is also on the line of the extension. 

If five other fraternities are also to be on Church street, the 
time for selecting our location is alr-ady upon us. The purchase of 
our present site, together with what land may separate it from 
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the new Church street extension, is under consideration. This 
would at least permit rent io be applied toward purchase and put 
our present accumulation to good service. Somewhere along the 
new lines of the Campus must ba the best site for the new home.

It was voted that a committee of five be appointed by the 
President to co-operate during the Cultivation season with the 
chairman and to devise means of permanent Graduate co-operation 
with the Resident Chapter. 


The Graduate Chapter placed itself on record as favoring the 
revival of the custom of holding a Commencement Reception. 


Brother Judd made special mention of those Brothers who had 
died during the year: Brother Lieutenant Charles Lewis Wood, 
Brother William David Steckley and Brother Charles Augustus 
Shaw.
